$11,000,000 SHIP, LAUNCHED 


War Vesse] Built at Brooklyn 
Yards, ae With Spring 
Water. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—The Pat- 
est United States cruiser, the Pen- 
sacola, was launched at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard today. 

As the war craft glided down the 
ways, Mrs. Josephineea Knowles 
Seligman of Rosyln, L. I.. a native 
of Pensacola, Fla., broke a bottle 
of spring water over her bows, ex- 
claiming: “I christen thee Pensa- 
cola.” 

The Pensacola, 10,000 tons, is the 
largest ship to be launched at the 
navy yard since the war. The total 
cost will be $11,000,000. 

The Pensacola is 565 feet long, 
has a 65%42-foot beam and a draft 
of 19 feet. The oil-burning turbines 
and four propellers can drive it at 
32% knots. The vessel will be 
equipped with catapalts for air- 
planes and will have 10 eight-inch 
guns and four anti-aircraft guns. 
The crew will number 530 officers 
and men. The Pensacola is a sister 
ship of the Salt Lake City which 
was launched recently.

Woman Patient and Doctor 
See Gunman Shoot Dr. 


Frank Brady and Escape 
in Chicago.

CHICAGO, April 25.—Dr. Frank 
L. Brady, a West Side dentist. had 
two callers last night who were 
not listed on his appointment book, 
and one of them shot him dead. 

Dr. Brady, 32 years old, extract- 
ed a tooth for a woman and gave 
her a chair in a private office that 
she might recover from the effects 
of the local anesthetic. A man 


patient then sat down.in the den- 
tist’s chair and Dr. R. H. Best, a 
physician sharing offices with Dr. 
Brady, took up watch over the 
woman, 

Two men pushed open the door 
leading from the corridor to the 
room in which the woman, . Mrs. 
Edna Walsh, was sitting. Dr. Brady 
was on the point of returning to 
his other office. 

One of the men carried a re- 
volver which, he pointed at Dr.) 
Brady, saying: “We've got you 
now.” 

The dentist cried “Don’t!” and 
reached out to grab the revolver 
muzzle. The intruder fired and Dr. 
Brady fell. Another shot was fired 
into his body as he lay on the 
floor, and the killer said: 

“You'll never try a stunt like 
that again.” 

He pocketed his weapon, glanced 
at his companion and the two ran 
into the corridor and out of the 
building. 

Suddenly Became Prosperous. 

With the killing of Dr. Brady it 
was disclosed that the dentist, after 
years of struggle with a small prac- 
tice, suddenly became prosperous 
about four years ago; that he was 
the son of Mrs. Anna Beauchamp, 
who killed herself during the mur- 
der trial of Herman J. (Midget) 
Fernekes, and that, Dr. Brady him- 
self had been under police investi- 
gation for a long time in connec- 
tion with the search for large sums 


: .| Fernekes stole which never have 


been accounted for. 

Fernekes is serving a life sen- 
tence in prison. During his trial 
the offices of Dr. Brady were raid- 
ed, but early efforts to prosecute 
the dentist as a Fernekes accom- 
plice were abandoned. Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner John Stege suid 
today that the dentist's subsequent 
activities had been carefully 
watched, the police thinking that 
eventually he might give them the 
clew that would clear much mys-

SOUTHAMPTON, England, April 
|}cu.—The Canadian Pacific liner 

Uuuchess of Atholl arrived here last 
night after her South American 
(and African cruise during which 
four passengers died from malaria. 
apparently contracted during an 
inland trip in Africa. 

Sir George McLaren Brown, Eu- 
| ropean general manager of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, said that 
judging from the message he re- 
ceived from the liner’s captain, the 
liiness the passengers contracted 
during the trip to Victoria Falls. 
Transvaal National Park, was 
probably from a swamp fly. Ex- 
/ tremely hot weather was encount- 
,ered along the African coast, ac- 
cording to some passengers. Dur- 
ing the shore excursions they were 
bothered by mosquitoes and seuf- 
fered from malaria. 

Wuring the trip to the falls the 
party was caught in torrentia! 
rains. Some sought shelter in a 
native village and others took 
‘cover under trees during which 
time, they said, they heard lions 
‘roaring in the jungle They Were 
eventually rescued by a  ~prelief 
| party,

Accused of Trying to 
Wreck Dawes Pian, 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 25.—Todays ac- 
tion of the Reichsbank in increas- 
ing its discount rate came one day 
after expert consideration of a sit- 
uation which threatened to break 
down the Dawes plan, upon which 
the entire European post-war debt 
structure is built. 

In French circles it was charged 
that Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, Reichs- 
bank president. was deliberately 
trying to wreck the Dawes plana. 

A closed session of the Dawes 
pian transfer committee was held 


j yesterday at the call of &. Parker 


Gilbert, agent general for repara- 
tions, to consider the _ situation 
represented by continued large 
withdrawls of foreign currency and 
| export of gold from the German 
_ bank. While the transfer commit- 
| tee issued no communique it was 
said it had been told this depletion 
of the bank’s go!d reserves threat- 
ened a fall soon to its legal level. 

Gilbert in a statement denied 
| that either he or the Dawes Plan 
Transfer Committee had expressed 
an opinion to Dr. Hjalmar Schacht 
with reference to an increase in the 

‘eichsbank discount rate. 

The French newspapers. voicing 
the views of responsible financiers, 
charged that Dr. Schacht was seek- 
ing to make the German économic 
situation appear precarious and un- 
stable as justification for his plea 
for lower reparations. 

This, it was said, he wag able 
to do by refraining so long from 
increasing the discount rate which 
would have tended to check with- 
drawal of gold and {foreign cur- 
rency from the bank. This with- 
drawal recently had taken such 
proportions as even to threaten 
stability of the mark, and—under 
the transfer clause—make possibile 
postponement of the .Dawes- plan 
reparations annuities. 

The situation as presented to the 
Transfer Committee yesterday 
probably was this: That the mone- 
tary circulation of Germany 
amounts to between 6,000,000.000 
and 6,000,000,000 marks ($1,25%.- 
000,000 to $1,500,000,000) that the 
minimum gold reserve covering 
this would be. by law, 40 per cen‘, 
or about $600,000,000: that since 
January, as a result of successive 
withdrawals, the Reichsbank’s gold 
reserve has dropped to $6256.006.- 
000 or only about $25,000,000 above 
the legal minimum.

Mrs. Dorothy Paul Wade, |

} ITHIN 15 years leprosy, re- 
W garded for centuries as an in- 
eradicable disease, will be re- 
duced to a public health problem, 
éured as readily as are scourges of 
yellow fever and typhoid today, 
Mrs. Dorothy Pau! Wade, wife of 
Dr. H. Windsor Wade, in charge of 
the world’s largest leper colony at 
Culion, said today. 
- Rrs. Wade, known as “the leper 
woman of Cultlion,” because for 
three years she was the only Amer- 
ican woman on the island inhabit- 
ed by 6000 lepers, was in St. Louis 
in the interest of the Leonard Wood 
Memorial for the Eradication of 
Leprosy. It requires $2,000,000 for 
the erection of a modern research 
laboratory at Culion and to provide 
a home for children born of lep- 
rous parents, saving them from the 
dread disease. 

“Once men went to Culion to 
die,” she said, “but now they go 
there to live. The door to life has 
been opened to them. Experiments 
with hypodermic injections of 
Chaulmoogra oil have result- 


ed in 449 #£=positive cures in| 
two years.

jages. They build their own houses. 
Most of them live along the shore 
line but a few have chopped their 
way with machettes through the 
jungle grass towards the interior 
of the island. Some day we hope 
to have roads running the length 
and breadth af the island but to- 
day the interior is almost inacces- 
sible, 

“Only a few of the more ad- 
vanced cases are confined to the 
hospitals. Whole families of lep- 
ers live in their roughly built huts, 
while most of the single men bunk 
in the dormitories.” 

Many of the lepers, Mrs. Wade 
said, fish from small boats, sell- 
ing their catch to the central 
kitchen. The fish are then rationed 
back to them. 


“You see, no one but a leper 
would touch food handled by a 
leper,” she said. 

“No, I'm not afraid of catching 
the disease. We just don’t think 
about it. Our rare visitors are 
eautioned against touching even 
the foliage on the island but those 
of us who live there know that for 
us such precautions would be use- 
less. Culion is in the heart of th« 
typhoon area. Gusts of wind are 
constantly blowing dirt and sand 
into our eyes and down our throais. 
No one knows definitely what germ 
causes leprosy or how it is trans- 
mitted, but we do know that ir- 
fection lurks in the air we breathe 
and the ground we walk on. 


r T IS possible to have leprosy 


for 18 years before you know 
it. Again, it may develop. 
within a few months. Much of 
our work lies in early diagnosis. 
It must be taken in time, if the 
Chalmoogra oil is to effect a cure. 

“We have already begun con- 
‘struction of a treatment clinic at 
“Cebu, on another emal! island. 
This clinic will be one of the 
agencies for arresting the disease 
Im ite incipiency. Patients will 
simply report there for daily 
treatments, without being forced 
to become pariahs from normal 
human beings. 

“The work which the founda- 
tion proposes to.do for the chil- 
‘dren of lepers will prevent new 
‘generations of lepers. Leoprsy is 
not hereditary. A child is immune 
_for 10 years. But after that, in- 
‘fection is certain. We have been 
‘forced to watch children grow up, 
‘knowing that they were doomed 
to contract the disease, because 
we had no money with which to 
take them off the island. There 
‘are 1000 children of leprous pa- 
rents on the island now. The first 
$100,000 of the foundation will go 
for the erection of a home for in- 
fants of leprous perents at Ma- 
nila.”
